The Attarney General stated to the Conrt 
that sentence of death had been passed upon 
the prisoner in Valy dast ; that a petition bad 


been sent to Ottawa praying for ® commuta-° 


tion of.the sentence, and that an order in 
Council had been made ofdering that the 
sentefice of the law be not interfered with. 
He was informed this order had been trans. 
mitted by the Chief Justi¢e to tue Sheriff, 
but that officer declined to, execute the pri- 
soner on the ground that-be had no warrant 
for the purpose, and that the sentence was 
indefinite inasmuch as time and place were 
not specified 

The Attorney General informed the Court 
of this fact in order that the Court, to whom 
it belonged to catry out ite sentences; would 
give the ‘proper directions to its officer for 
ibat purpose. 

The Cifief Justice enquired what the ap. 
plication was for; whether an order was 
wanted against-the Bberiff, or whether he 
wanted that officer punished by a fine, or 
otherwise ? 

The’Attorney General replied that he made 
no application, his object was merely to in 
form the Court that its sentence had not been 
carried out. The sentence was complete, 
and it was the duty of the Court to cause it 
to be carried out, He did not wish, to make 
any ppliestiog ageiast the Sheriff.. He felt 
sure that officer would do bis duty ifthe 
Court would relieve bis mind of the doubts 
he entertained as to his authority for execut. 
ing the prisoner without a warrant, and 
without time and place being specified, 

After a brief consultation, Mr. Justice 
Gray, ioaw very ‘able and eloquent mancer, 
delivered the judgment of the Court. He 
stated the difficulty in the present ciee arose 
out of a.state of facts admitted on all sides. 
It appeared that it bad been the practice in 
British Columbia, prior to Confederstion, tor 
the Governor to issue « werrant for the xe- 
sution of a criminal, but be wads not aware 
that there was any law which made such a 
Warrant necessary. Then came Confedera- 
tion, and with it the colony reverted to the 
old English practice in: matiers of this kind, 
which is for the Judge who tried a prisoner 
to sign a calendar in which the sentence of 
the Court is recorded, It was conceded in 
this -case ‘that sech a calendar had’ been 
signed by the Judge, and delivered to the 
proper officer, « That officer, however, felt a 
natural celuctanct im carrying out so severe 
@ sentence without such a warrant ag he had 
beer’ formerly accusiomed to receive. He 
was of opinion that the sentence, although it 
did not specify time and place, was valid, 
and that the Sheriff, who was the Court offi. 
cer, was bound to carry out the same in a 
reasopable-time. 

Mr. Justice Crease expressed bis concur- 
rence in the judgment which bad just been 
delivered, and stated that it was the duty of 
the Sheriff ‘to fix time and place for execu- 
tion, and that if he did not do 60 within a 
reasonable time, an application to the-Court 
he would be fined or otherwise punished. 

The Chief Justice also concurred, and ask- 
ed the Attormey General if he withdrew his 
ai ye 

he Attorney General again replied that 
he had made no application, but merely in- 
formed the,Court of cértain facts, with a view 
to the Court ‘idetructing its officer to do his 
duty. He was satisfied with the opinion ex- 
pressed by the Court,'and felt sure the 
Sheriff would sow carry out the sentence.

Washburne an address expressive of grateful 
recognition of his kindness towards the Ger- 
man residents of Paris during the war ; not 
only in carrying out the liberal instractions 
of bis goveriment, but in the voluntary 
sacrifice of his own personal comfort, and in 
giving cheerfully from hisown steres to the 
needy and starvieg Germans. 

Minister Washburne, in reply, says the
